I  beg  to  submit  the  annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1951. 

Vital  Statistics 

Population:  The  mid-year  population  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General’s 
Office  was  6,132,  a  decrease  of  169  compared  with  IS 50. 


Births  :  A  total  of  70  live  births  gave  a  Birth  Rate  of  11. 5  per  1,000 

population  which  becomes  12.1  when  the  comparability  factor  is  applied.  The 
rate  for  England  and  Vales  was  15. 5.

Deaths  j  Of  the  94  deaths  among  Scalby  residents,  67  or  71»4a>  occured 
in  persons  over  the  age  of  70,  of  whom  30  had  passed  their  eightieth  birthdays 
Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Vascular  system  (6l)  and  Cancer  (14)  were  the  most 
commonly  reported  causes  of  death.  Of  the  notifiable  diseases,  Tuberculosis 
caused  three  deaths,  and  Pneumonia  one.  The  1550/51  nationwide  Influenza 
epidemic  which  reached  its  peak  in  this  area  in  the  last  fortnight  in  January 
and  the  first  week  in  February  lead  to  two  deaths.  No  death  was  associated 
with  Childbirth;  Premature  Birth  was  the  cause  of  death  of  one  infant.

The  crude  Death  Rate  of  15.2  per  1,000  papulation  when  adjusted  by  apply¬ 
ing  the  comparability  factor,  to  allow  for  age  distribution,  becomes  10.6;  the 
Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  was  12.5* 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  fell  from  37 . 5  per  1,000  live  births  in  1950 
to  14.3  in  1951. 

DIRECT  I OUS  DISEASES. 

Fewer  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  in  1951  than  in  1950. 

Again  Measles  was  the  most  frequently  reported  but  to  a  less  extent  than  Di  the 
previous  year.  No  case  of  Diphtheria,  the  Enteric  Group  of  Fevers  or  Infantile 
Paralysis  occurred  in  1951.  Influenza  was  prevalent  during  the  earlier  weeks 
of  the  year  but  there  are  no  means  available  to  enable  the  exact  number  of 
cases  to  be  determined.

POOD  HYGIENE 


Regular  and  systematic  inspections  of  all  food  premises  within  the  district 
were  carried  out.  Co-operation  was  extended  to  the  Department  by  all  dealers. 

Notices,  requesting  customers  to  keep  their  dogs  on  a  leash  while  visiting 
food  premises,  were  printed  by  the  Council  and  distributed  free  of  charge  to 
shop-keepers. 

The  opportunity  was  taken  during  the  year  to  show  films  relating  to  clean 
food  handling  at  the  local  Infant  Welfare  Clinic. 

CAMPING  SITES. 

Within  the  Urban  District  there  is  one  recognised  camping  site  which  is 
licensed  to  accommodate  ten  caravans;  the  camp  was  conducted  satisfactorily 
during  the  year. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


An  efficient  collection  of  household  refuse  was  maintained  during  the  year. 
Salvage  included  99  tons  of  waste  paper,  in  regard  to  which  Mr.  Horn  wishes  to 
express  his  appreciation  to  householders  for  their  assistance. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  conditions  at  the  Refuse  Tip  are  now  vastly 
improved,  means  having  been  found  to  provide  adequate  coverage  to  tipped 

material. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Rodent  Officer  reported  that  the  number  of  rodents  estimated  killed 
was  767;  in  addition  163  carcases  were  recovered.  The  method  of  treatment 
adopted  is  that  which  is  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.
